the interstate commerce commission 


which was holding a hearing on Rep­ 
resentative Adamson’s bill 
designed 
to regulate and u necessary to block 
all channels of commerce between the 
United 8tates and Germany during the 
period of the war. 
Because the case Is under investiga­ 
tion, Mr. Lansing thought it inexpe­ 
dient to go into details or give names 
but he said Germans* possibly 
offi­ 
cials, caused a shipping company to 
he organized in the United States and 
officered by Americans. 
A barge of 
grain had been purchased for ship 
ment abroad when the plot was dis­ 
covered. 
‘‘This was done,** said Mr. Lansing 
for the sole purpose 
of 
making 
trouble between the United «States 
and either France or Great*Britain.
